He was elected to 
the Board of Directors of the 
Keren Hayesod and later be- 
came a congress lawyer, even- 
ply being elected President 
f the Court of Honour of 
the Zionist. Congress. 
In 1931 he arrived in Israel 
and lived in Haifa until 1938.
